Gravel aud Cement Diggiugs. 

The oxporience of California min- 
ing shows us that the bap-hazard 
vicisfcitudes of individual work must in 
the course of time givo place to sys- 
tematized co-opcraiivo labor. As 
placer diggings, rivor bars, and small 
creeks and gulches aro worked out, 
the beds and basins of anciont rivors 
oi'o sought, for and explored at depths 
of from 50 to ilOO feet below tho sur- 
face, whoro rich auriferous gravel, 
varying in thickness from ono to ton 
feet and upwards, with a breadth of 
from ono hundred to over two thou- 
sand, is found, orstruta of comont, some- 
times quite soft and oasily separated 
by water, but usually so indurated 
and tonacious as to require crashing in 
a battery, and amalgamation, like 
auriforouB quartz. Much of this ce- 
ment is found to bo rich in fino gold, 
yielding a larger percentage of metal 
to tho ton than quartz, while at the 
same timo it is much moro easily raised 
and worked. These gravel and ce- 
ment beds, which are similar in their 
nature and formation, from all ac- 
count!, to what are now known to ex- 
ist on Grouse Creek and are being 
opened with such excellent prospects, 
havo proved a profitable class of dig- 
gings in some parts of California, 
singlo companies bovng cloanod up, 
after a month's run, thirty, forty and 
oven fifty thousand dollars. Tho San 
Francisco Mercaniilo Gazette, an ably 
conducted journal, and au acknowledg- 
ed authority on mining matters, thun 
alludes in a recent mining summary to 
tho yield and value of some of this de- 
scription of diggings. " Tho gross 
annual product of tho Bluo Gravel 
company's claim, Butte Co., is §40- 
000. Within tho past fow years 
several other companies in that vicin- 
ity havo done nearly as woll. while in 
other localities cot a few havo boon 
working with largo profit. Of late 
this description of claims has groatly 
risen in valuo, some but partially 
dovelopod, and iu other casos, bcf'oio 
being opened at all, selling for large 
sums of moneys Ono situated near 
Smartsvilh was disposed of not long 
sinco for the sum of §115,000, the 
owner retaining an unassessable ono- 
ton th interest therein. Moro recently 
Bevoral properties ot this kind, lying 
near North Bloomfiold, Nevada coun- 
ty, were sold, according to roport — 
the ono (or $150,000 and tho other for 
8200,000. Tho purchasers, of these 
grounds will at onco proceed to open 
them in tho most effectual manner. 
Many of these alluvial flats aro crator- 
Bhaped, being surrounded with a rocky 
ruD that precludes natural draining 
to any great depth, and which, bofore 
they can bo worked to any ad vantage^ 
requiro the construction of bed-rock 
tunnels in which tho water and tail- 
ings can bo run off. Theso tunnels 
aro oftor works of great magnitude, 
being many thousand feet long, routing 
immeme sums of money, and requir- 
ing [several years for their comple- 
tion." Wiih this information before us, 
it is fair to reason that tho wealth of 
Cariboo has only boon partially de- 
veloped, and that tho future will yet 
unfold aur.forous deposits, exceeding 
in magnitude and permamency any- 
thing yet brought, to light. This 
opinion has boon confidently expressed 
by more than one mining engineer of 
oxperionco who linn visited that 
section. What is called deep sinking 
in Cariboo sinks into insignificance in 
tho older mining counties of Aus- 
tralia and California, whoro shafts aro 
sunk several hundred loot — and the 
rulo is, tho greater tho depth tho 
richer tho pay ; but it is only by 
means of organized companies with 
capital at command, that tho necessary 
workB for carrying on such operations 
can ho successfully prosecuted, and 
with us it is a question of time alone.

In company 
with Messrs Peck and Bakor, we touk a 
cruise ibrough the mine, on Thursday. >\ o 
have never been guilty of ••pulling" uuy 
mine, and it would be entirely useless lo do 
so in Ibis instance, as but le«v men have 
ever seen unytning near its equal in richness, 
aud therefore receive a true statement ot it 
with incredulity. Work is splendid except 
ou the original Poormao ground, und at pres- 
ent the condition ot it is about thus : Two 
shafts down respectively 104 and 114 foul — 
distance between 128 loot. A tunnel ox 
tends from the botlom ol one shall to that of 
tho ulber aud the workmen are stopping up- 
wards from this tunnel which has recently 
oeen completed. The shafts follow iho ledge 
uownward, and tho only dillerenco peicuiv- 
ublc in size or richness at any point exposed 
either in Uie tunnel or thu siialts is that lo 
Ibe north there is more gold. The ledge 
proper will uveiage eighteen inches ; in 
places piucbing out to u lew inches, but 
never altogether; nor does it ever Io>e ita 
distinct character or solid wall rock. The 
wall rock at the depth of several inches is 
very rich in gold and silver. This added to 
Ihe real ledge makes an average pay vein of 
fully two feel. The lodge is soil und blast- 
nig bus never bceu required except in remov- 
ing the wall rock in shafts and some occa- 
sional points in tho tunnel.

We picked til) ono 
piece ol silver the other duy, among the 
second class oro, that would go far towurus 
mult ng a "buggy" tire, and saw hoIiiI chunks 
ol silver as large as a gallon measure, and 
pure 8ulphurete ol silver studded with Iree 
gold iu much larger pieces. We could not 
Hod a piece of rook with any solidity that 
was not either full of free gold, Of partitioned 
oil' with myriads of silver sheet, or made up 
ol Bulphureta of silver and free gold. It 
must not be inferred Irom these remarks that 
the whole ledge is of tais charaetorof ore— 
but wu do mcuo to say that it contoius tons 
of it, and tliut so Inr a) human Hngacity can 
lorcaco, will continue its preuont yhld ol pure 
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in tho long run, bo very applicable to the 
Italian people,whO will at Inst tiave a ohnnco 
of gelling thoir own. However, with nil

Tho Camp ol 
Chalons, which was to have been visited by 
his Majesty, has bean ruisedfus his lute in- 
disposition, which obliged bim to return from 
Vichy, has made it imporioun for him to 
avoid latigue of every kind. Every kind ol 
rumour ha« of lute been put in circulation 
respecting Uis Mujeaty's health ; this much 
can, however, be said : He was svoll enough 
to uo and pay a visit to the Empress of 
Mexico, who ia at present staying at the 
Grand Hotel. Napoleon Beamed to mo to 
look neiihor better nor worse than he gener- 
ally does— he has always a sallow, unbeullhy 
appearance.

DREADFUL ACCIDENT IN PARIS.

We uow learn thai 
more than tifteeu peoplo met with their death. 
The first cause of this ureal disaster wasevid- 
dently the violation of the Police regulations 
by the thousands of people crowding t u the 
quays ami bridge. A I the measures fur 
preserving order were upset by the violence 
with whien tto muss coming down from the 
place de la Concorde . bore down on the 
brnl«e. 

'I he shock was so terrible that the mount- 
ed guurds wore carried away, bor--os and all, 
and forced to uearly the railings of the leg- 
islative palace, At th moment of the rush 
a woman unfortunately fell, and that circum 
stunce led to the s bsequent calamities. By 
u chance, of whiob no possible explanation 
can bo given, this woman who would natur- 
ally be expect, d to be ihe first victim, escap- 
ed death, by the others in their lull forming 
a sort ot arch over her body arid themselves 
losing th :ir lives.
